purposes, It would) have been somewhat 
surprising had the British ‘Consul at Citn- 
ton, the Colonial Government here, or Her 
Majesty's Representativeat Peking ranted 
the request made through the Danish 
‘Company; and it was simply a. matter of 
course that these British authorities acted 
as they did, although they appeared to 
the minds of some (aurselves amongst the 
number, by the way) to be thus placing 
themselves in opposition to advancement 
and barring. enlightened — enterprise.”

reasonable yrounds permission ean be re- 
fused to what is essential for the satis. 
factory carryiag out of an undertaking 
Which cannot fail to materially improve 
the trade prospects of this Eolony. Nor 
canwe diving what Her Majesty's Consul 
at Canton, and the British Minister. at 
‘Peking, have.to do with such a simple 
question as this, The requeét has never 
Leen addressed to vither of these officials, 
and we really are unable to see why they 
should be introduced into the business, for 
surely our worthy contemporary does not 
wish us to believe that a Chinese Com- 
pany ought to request permission from 
these high authoritios to ‘build a tele. 
graph line on Chinese territory, From 
the foregoing ‘our readers will 
ceive that all the CAiza Mail's statements 
about the Colonial Government refusing 
toallow the Great Northern Company to 
land the line on British soil, arc simple 
‘twaddlc, and can only have been published 
in ignorance, or with an intention of mis- 
leading the public. As we have already 
stated the only request made on the sub-

We have quoted quite enough from our 
enterprising contemporary, There is a 
lot of vapid rubbish in the article about 
the political aspects of this Chinese Com- 
pany's origin, which js noteworthy for its 
fecble logic, and amusing. for its lack of 
common sense.

places, Daylight was now fast approaching, 
and they decided to start for Gensan, where 
they arnved safely, and were kindly received, 
They were given: rooms with fires in to dry 
their clothes, it having rained on the way;
